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SIGN-UP IN SOIL 
BANK OPEN AT 
NEW BROCKTON 


The sign-up in Coffee Coun- 
ty for the 1959 Conservation 
Reserve of the Soil Bank is now 
open at the county Agricultur- 
al Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Office in New Brockton. 

Chairman Lester Gunter an- 
nounced today. The sign.ap will 
close October 1. 

The first step in the sign-up 
is for the farmer who is in- 
terested in the program to 
come to the county office and 
request that annual _ rental 
rates be established for his 
farm. 

At the same time, the farmer 
should bring with him infor- 
mation to be used by the 

qcounty ASC Committee in es- 
tablishing rates for his farm. 
The chief facts needed, Chair- 
man Gunter said, are acreage 
and yields of the three princi- 
pal crops on the farm for the 
past two years and acreages 
for other land on the farm. 

The chairman pointed out 
that by taking advantage of 
the program, farmers could: 

(1) Reduce costs for equip- 
men, seed, fertilizer, insectici- 
des or other cash outlays ne- 
cessary in farming operations: 

(2) Reduce the need for ex- 
tra labor: and > 

(3) Reduce the hazards of 
uncertain markets and prices 
for farm commodities. 

When cropland is put in the 
Conservation Reserve, it is ta- 
ken out of production and put 
to conservation uses, Mr. Gun- 
ter said. Cost-share payments 
are made to farmers to help 
with the establishment of. the 
conservation practices and an- 
nual per-acre rental payments 
are made on the land for the 
duration of the contract. This 
is assured income from the 
land for the life of the contract 
regardless of weather, crop di- 
eases, insect pests, variations 

market pricés or other farm- 
ing hazards.

540 and the High School ‘vith 
an enrollment. of 413. In ad 
dition, the colored schoo! ha 
about 600 pupils. 

One critical point which a 
rose before enrollment was ey 
en completed, was the third 
Brade with 86 pupils and only 
two teachers, or 43 pupils per 
teacher, plus additional  stu- 
dents expected during the next 
few days. This is nearly twice 
the number of children that 
can be handled in an elemen- 
tary class, 

In the high school, the most 
serious crises arose in the Eng- 
lish classes, where one of the 
teachers had from 38 to as 
Many as 44 pupils to a c!ass. 
Again, this is nearly twice the 
size class that can be proper- 
ly instructed by one teacher 
and nearly twice as many pu- 
pils as ‘the classroom can ac- 
commodate satisfactorily. 

Classes in Economics, Busi- 
ness Law and Biology are also 
completely overcrowded with 40 
or 42 pupils per class. 

“When we employ a teaeher, 
as we must, to take care of the 
overflow in the third grade, it 
will use up most of the funds 
promised the Elba School Sys- 
tem. by the City for the coming 
year. The only way to alleviate 
the crowded conditions in clas- 
ses is to employ the necessary 
additional teachers and this 
takes money,” Mr. Fick said. 

“These young people will be 
handicapped throughout their 
lives because of the conditions 
under which they are trying 
to learn. Our over-worked tea- 
chers will do everything with- 
in their power but some things 
are impossible. Surely the neo- 
ple of Elba are as interested in 
the welfare of their children 
as are the citizens of any other 
community and will join to- 
gether in an effort to produce 
the additional revenue needed 
to support an adequate Schoo!
